The editor of the Burnside Item, \ 
a Republican paper published in 
Pulaski county, with both feet 
jumps on the new school law, 
which he terms an Indiana Ohio 
importation with co-racial features 
and demands its repeal.

The negroes under 
this law can go to school with the 
whi es, and you can’t help your- 
selves. Under this law the whites are 
not only taxed to educate ’he ne- 
; groes, but are forced to either ad 
init tbem into tbe county high 
i schools, or each county be taxed 
to establish a high school also for 
the negroes. Now we ask our two 
candidates for Superi ntenoent in 
this county what they propose to 
do with negro commou school 
graduates when they apply for en- 
trance to the high schoo? Will they 
put them into the classes with tbe 
whites? Will they tax the county to 
establish a negro high school?
